PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS. 


President's  Address. 


Ladies : — 

The  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  to  which 
you  have  just  listened,  cover  most  of  the  activities  of  the 
club  during  the  year;  but  a  general  review  of  our  work 
and  outlook  seems  to  be  called  for  at  this  meeting,  which 
marks  the  fourth  milestone  in  our  club's  history. 

Our  membership  now  numbers  about  430,  with  two 
honorary  members  —  H.  R.  H.  the  Princess  Patricia  of 
Connaught,  and  Mrs.  Wood,  the  wife  of  our  Lieutenant 
Governor. 

The  thoughtful,  energetic  ladies,  composing  the 
Executive,  were  responsible  for  our  monthly  meetings. 
The  results  of  their  efforts  were  eminently  satisfactory, 
as  the  addresses  delivered  before  our  club  were  of  an 
exceptionally  high  standard,  the  subjects,  as  their  titles 
indicate,  being  of  wide  spread  interest. 

We  were  most  fortunate  in  securing  for  our  opening 
meeting  in  November,  Lady  Fraser,  wife  of  Sir  Andrew 
Fraser,  ex-Governor  of  Bengal.  The  subject  of  Lady 
Fraser's  most  delightful  and  instructive  address  was  "The 
Women  of  India  behind  the  Purdah." 

It  was  a  most  fascinating  talk  on  the  life  of  the  high 
caste  women  of  India.  The  most  striking  feature  of  the 
address,  was  the  exemplification  of  the  tact  and  persistency 
of  Lady  Fraser,  in  inducing  the  high  caste  women  to  come 
out  from  behind  their  Purdahs  and  attend  a  reception  at 
her  home — "Government  House" — in  honor  of  Queen 
Mary,  then  the  Princess  of  Wales.  It  was,  for  many  of 
those  sheltered,  imprisoned,  high-born  women,  the  first 
occasion  of  emerging  from  behind  their  Purdahs,  and  the 
only  time  in  their  lives,  for  all  of  them,  when  they  had  seen 
each  other. 
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In  December,  the  club  listened  to  Mr.  Arthur  Hawkes, 
Commissioner  of  Immigration,  who  in  a  forceful  and 
unique  manner  spoke  on  "Woman's  Part  in  Immigration." 

All  ladies  present  realized,  as  never  before,  the  true 
significance  of  the  word  immigrant;  and  no  doubt  realized, 
for  the  first  time,  their  ancestors  were  immigrants,  even 
unto  the  third  and  fourth  generation. 

Mr.  Hawkes  emphasized  the  fact,  that  the  incoming 
immigrants,  pouring  into  this  winter  gateway  of  our  Domin- 
ion, are  the  Pilgrim  fathers  of  Canada,  just  as  much  as  our 
ancestors  were."  These  people  will  have  little  recollection 
of  St.  John  (said  Mr.  Hawkes)  if  they  do  not  see  a  friendly 
face  and  have  not  even  a  card  handed  them  saying  — 
"Welcome  to  our  Country." 

Mr.  Hawkes,  in  the  course  of  his  forceful  address  spoke 
of  the  Imperial  Conference  held  in  London  as  the  greatest 
factor  in  Empire  building  —  the  conference  was  only  the 
immigrant  coming  back,  and  instanced  this  fact,  by  the 
example  of  Andrew  Fisher,  Premier  of  Australia,  who  went 
out  to  work  in  the  mines  and  was  one  of  the  Pilgrim  fathers 
of  that  Commonwealth.  Everyone  acknowledged  his 
greatness,  when  he  returned  to  London  as  Premier;  but  he 
was  the  very  same  man  who  leaned  over  the  steerage  rail 
to  wave  good-bye  to  his  mother  in  Glasgow.;  and  it  would 
have  taken  much  penetration  to  have  said  he  had  in  him 
the  qualifications  for  a  great  man  then." 

"Canada  and  the  things  that  make  for  International 
Peace,"  was  the  subject  of  a  most  eloquent  and  instructive 
address  by  Rev.  Dr.  De Wolfe  of  Acadia  College,  before  our 
club  in  January.  The  members  of  the  Men's  Canadian 
Club  were  our  guests  on  this  occasion,  and  all  alike  listened 
to  the  scholarly  address,  with  keenest  delight  and  apprecia- 
tion. In  concluding  his  most  thoughtful  address,  Dr. 
De  Wolfe  expressed  the  hope,  that  the  near  celebration  of 
the  One  Hundredth  Anniversary  of  peace,  between  Canada 
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and  the  United  States,  would  be  celebrated  in  such  a  way 
that  other  countries  could  see  and  profit  by  their  friendly 
relations. 

The  February  meeting  took  the  form  of  a  Benefit, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  club,  for  the  venerable  St.  John 
poet  —  H.  L.  Spencer. 

The  evening  was  spent  with  "Canadian  Heroines,"  (by 
the  President)  whose  deeds  of  daring  and  womanly  courage 
and  fortitude  were  embellished  by  the  splendidly  rendered 
musical  numbers  on  the  programme.  The  members  of  the 
club  and  their  friends  responded  sympathetically  to  the 
object  of  the  evening  and  as  a  result  the  substantial  sum 
of  $200.00  was  placed  in  the  Bank  of  New  Brunswick  in 
the  poet's  name.  The  grateful  acknowledgment  from  the 
feeble  pen  of  the  aged  journalist  was  very  touching  and 
we,  one  and  all,  realized  the  truth  that  "those  who  bring 
sunshine  into  the  lives  of  others,  always  find  it  them- 
selves." 

In  March  we  were  favoured  in  hearing  one  of 
Boston's  most  cultured  and  representative  women  — 
Mrs.  S.  J.  Bowlker,  President  of  "The  Women's 
Municipal  League  of  Boston,"  who  spoke  to  the 
club  on  "  Home  Making."  The  work  of  the  League 
Mrs.  Bowlker  explained,  in  her  thoroughly  practical 
address,  is  to  make  it  possible  for  every  woman  to  have  a 
home  and  to  make  the  city  a  community  of  homes.  Mrs. 
Bowlker  explained  the  workings  of  the  League  and  told  of 
the  good  that  had  been  accomplished  in  making  the  markets, 
stores  and  the  homes  more  sanitary  and  inviting.  Flies  were 
enemies  of  the  League  and  the  members  had  done  all  in 
thier  power  to  eliminate  these  pests.  In  closing  she  made 
a  strong  appeal  for  the  proper  establishment  and  mainten- 
ance of  the  home-life.  Mrs.  Bowlker's  eloquent,  practical 
address  awakened  thought  in  the  minds  of  many  of  her 
hearers,  as  to  whether  the  store-keepers  in  all  parts  of  St. 
John  are  as  careful  as  they  should  be  in  protecting  their 
goods  from  contaminationP  Are  our  people  as  particular 
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as  they  should  be  in  buying  foodP  Do  they  insist  on  proper 
care  being  taken  by  those  from  whom  they  buy?  Is 
proper  care  shown  in  the  handling  of  meat  and  of  bread  and 
other  necessaries?  Are  the  lanes  and  alleys  kept  as  clean 
as  they  should  be  kept  and  do  the  householders  co-operate 
in  the  work  of  keeping  these  places  in  good  condition. 

The  Hon.  W.  L.  MacKenzie  King  addressed  a  large  and 
representative  meeting  of  the  club  in  April  on  "The  Cele- 
bration of  One  Hundred  Years  of  Peace  Between  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  Nations  on  the  North  American  Continent."  In 
connection  with  such  a  celebration  he  had  suggested  a 
monument,  possibly  at  Niagara,  with  the  various 
mutual  treaties  inscribed  on  the  shaft  and  the  Hague 
tribunal  written  on  the  crowning  stone.  Hon.  Mr.  King 
is  one  of  the  originators  of  this  Peace  Celebration,  and  he 
spoke  eloquently  of  the  purpose  to  be  served  by  such  an 
observance.  It  would  show  that  a  new  world  influence  had 
arisen,  that  civilization  in  its  emergence  from  barbarism 
had  moved  upward  as  well  as  onward.  The  speaker 
referred  to  the  effect  the  demonstration  might  have  on 
industrial  life  by  teaching  the  workers  the  value  of  reason 
and  arbitration  rather  than  conflict. 

In  connection  with  this  coming  celebration,  I  may  state, 
that  "The  Canadian  Club"  of  Niagara  has  already  invited 
the  "Federation  of  Canadian  Clubs"  to  hold  its  annual 
meeting  there,  on  the  occasion  of  the  Peace  demonstration 
in  1914. 

In  May,  our  regular  meeting,  as  on  two  former  occasions, 
took  the  form  of  a  reception  given  by  the  joint  Canadian 
clubs,  the  Daughters  of  the  Empire  and  Loyalist  Society, 
to  their  members,  all  uniting  in  a  most  fitting  manner  to  do 
honour  to  the  1 8th  of  May  —  Loyalist  Day  —  and  thus 
keep  alive  the  memory  of  those  stalwart  founders  of  our 
city  —  The  United  Empire  Loyalists.  The  programme, 
made  up  of  patriotic  addresses,  interspersed  with  excellent 
music,  was  enthusiastically  received  by  the  large  audience, 
many  of  whom  were  the  lineal  descendants  of  the  Loyalist 
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founders  of  St.  John.  In  perpetuating  the  memory  of 
"The  United  Empire  Loyalists,"  we  are  but  honouring  the 
great  men  and  women  of  the  past  in  such  a  way  that  a 
noble  emulation,  a  practical  enthusiasm,  may  fill  and 
inspire  our  lives;  and  Canada  will  thus  grow  even  greater, 
in  truth  and  honor  and  the  love  and  faith  of  her  sons  and 
daughters. 

Some  of  the  social  amenities,  extended  by  our  club 
during  the  year,  was  the  sending  of  Christmas  greetings 
to  other  Canadian  clubs  in  Canada  and  the  United  States  — 
also  the  greeting  extended  to  H.  R.  Highness,  The  Princess 
Patricia,  during  her  brief  stay,  while  passing  through  St. 
John,  and  a  floral  greeting  to  our  own  gifted  Canadian  — 
Margaret  Anglin.  It  was  also  the  privilege  of  your  Presi- 
dent to  have  Miss  Helen  Leah  Reed,  the  well  known 
authoress,  during  her  visit  to  St.  John  last  winter,  spend 
an  evening  at  her  home  with  the  ladies  of  our  club's  Execu- 
tive. Miss  Reed,  on  that  occasion  introduced  us,  in  her 
charming  way,  to  the  many  illustrious  men  and  women, 
who  compose  "The  Author's  Club"  of  Boston. 

The  club  was  privileged  to  have  representatives  at  the 
fourth  annual  meeting  of  "The  Association  of  Canadian 
Clubs,"  held  in  Frederic  ton  last  September  —  the  first 
time  we  have  had  representation,  and  incidentally  the 
honor  has  come  to  our  club  of  having  a  member  elected  to 
the  Vice-Presidency  of  this  Association,  which  next  year 
meets  in  Hamilton. 

I  think  I  may  fittingly  refer  to  some  of  the  projects, 
which  we  have  in  view,  and  adopted  as  objects  of  the 
club's  future  work,  viz.:  The  erection  of  a  memorial  to 
that  far  famed  heroine  of  St.  John  —  Lady  La  Tour  — 
who  from  her  character  and  achievements  is  worthy  a  place 
with  the  many  heroic  women  whose  names  brighten  the 
pages  of  the  world's  history. 

This  greatest  of  Canadian  heroines  was  laid  to  rest  by 
the  banks  of  the  St.  John,  which  she  loved  so  well,  and  as 
you  stand  on  the  spot,  where  Lady-La-Tour  is  supposed 
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to  be  buried  and  all  the  scenes  in  that  brave,  heroic  life 
are  recalled,  you  will  agree  with  me,  that  no  more  worthy 
object  could  engage  the  energies  and  interests  of  the 
"Women's  Canadian  Club,"  than  the  erection  of  a  memorial 
to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  this  notable  heroine,  and  which 
would  not  only  be  attractive  to  tourists,  but  a  reminder  to 
our  own  people,  that  we  live  in  the  midst  of  scenes  where 
stirring  history  was  enacted. 

Another  project  of  the  club,  is  the  erection  of  a  sign 
"Welcome  to  Canada,"  at  the  entrance  to  the  Immigration 
building,  on  the  West  Side,  to  show  our  interest  in  the 
incoming  immigrant.  St.  John,  we  are  proud  to  call  the 
winter  gateway  of  this  Great  Dominion;  and  it  seems  fitting 
that  such  a  greeting  should  meet  the  eyes  of  the  thousands, 
who  here  get  their  first  impressions  of  the  new  land,  that 
henceforth  shall  claim  their  allegiance.  In  many  ways,  the 
most  important  and  far-reaching  work  of  the  club  during 
the  year,  was  the  inauguration  of  the  free  course  of 
illustrated  lectures  —  three  of  which  were  given  in  the 
Assembly  hall  of  the  Centennial  School  building  in  early 
spring.  The  object  of  those  lectures  is  to  educate  the 
older  pupils  and  their  parents  along  Canadian  and  imperial 
lines,  by  means  of  carefully  selected  slides,  supplemented 
by  an  instructive  talk  on  the  scenery,  natural  resources, 
industries,  products,  etc.,  etc.,  which  the  slides  represent. 
The  success  attending  those  lectures,  was  due  to  the  energy 
of  an  efficient  committee  devoted  to  the  work,  under  the 
convenership  of  Mrs.  Kuhring. 

Before  leaving  this  educational  phase  of  the  Club's 
work,  I  may  state,  that  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  was 
voted  for  school  prizes,  to  be  given  in  the  higher  grades  for 
the  best  essays  on  Canadian  themes  or  for  papers  in  Can- 
adian History ;  and  arrangements  are  now  being  made  with 
the  St.  John  School  Board,  for  the  best  way  of  awarding 
these  prizes. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Association  of  Canadian 
Clubs  a  year  ago,  an  arrangement  has  been  made,  whereby 
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membership  in  any  of  the  associated  clubs  should  confer 
on  our  members  the  privilege  of  attending  any  of  the 
meetings  of  an  associated  club,  or  permanent  membership, 
subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  that  club. 

Thus,  St.  John  members  moving  to  Montreal,  Winnipeg 
Toronto,  or  other  cities,  can  transfer  their  membership 
without  re-election.  One  club  President  says: — 

"Any  additional  link  between  the  clubs  is  greatly  to  be 
welcomed,  for  as  the  years  go  by,  and  the  membership 
increases,  our  Women's  Canadian  Clubs  will  probably 
become  the  most  solid  chain  of  thought  and  feeling  across 
the  continent,  providing  a  most  magnificent  lever  power 
for  united  action  on  patriotic  lines.  This  unique  chain  of 
Canadian  interest,  ladies,  appeals  to  the  imagination, 
when  we  think  of  a  great  body  of  Canadian  women 
representing  all  shades  of  religious  and  political  thought, 
social,  professional  and  commercial  interests,  capable  of 
being  called  upon  to  act  from  one  end  of  the  Dominion 
to  the  other  in  support  of  Canadian  ideals."  The 
splendid  possibility  of  such  action  must  appeal  to 
all.  It  is  for  this  reason,  that  I  should  like  to  see 
every  woman  in  St.  John,  who  cares  for  a  high  national 
ideal,  for  upright  and  Christian  national  character,  for 
loyal  service  to  the  greatest  Dominion  and  Empire  the 
world  has  ever  seen,  join  our  club.  Membership  at  the 
trifling  annual  expenditure  of  one  dollar,  means  a  link  with 
a  great  patriotic  body,  with  whose  movements  one  is  thus 
kept  in  touch,  and  of  which  one  becomes  an  influential 
part. 

Our  club  has  not  yet  secured  any  permanent  abode, 
but  Mr.  Walter  Golding  has  made  every  arrangement  for 
our  comfort  during  the  past  year  by  placing  "The  Keith 
Assembly  Rooms"  at  our  disposal.  To  Mr.  Golding  the 
club's  thank  are  due,  also  to  the  C.  M.  B.  A.  for  the  free 
use  of  their  hall  for  "The  Spencer  Benefit"  and  to  "the 
Press"  for  their  full  and  frequent  notices  of  club's  doings. 
And  just  here,  I  wish  to  express  my  personal  appreciation 
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of  the  courtesy,  hearty  support  and  harmonious  co-opera- 
tion shown  by  all  the  members  of  our  "Women's  Canadian 
Club  to  me,  as  presiding  officer  during  the  last  three  years. 
To  an  able  Executive,  I  am  deeply  indebted  for  their 
untiring  effort,  zeal  and  interest,  contributing  in  such  a 
large  measure,  to  the  success  and  growth  of  the  Club 
during  the  year  just  ended. 

And  now  I  wish  to  close  my  address  with  a  word  to 
club  members  as  a  whole  —  you  will  shortly  be  called  upon 
to  elect  your  officers  for  the  coming  year,  and  a  well  chosen 
Executive  body,  faithful  in  attendance  and  devoted  to 
their  work,  is  a  great  safe-guard  of  the  interests  of  the  club. 
But  the  interest  and  energy  of  the  general  membership  is 
far  more  important  for  the  club's  success  —  we  want  a 
membership  alive  and  alert  to  the  signs  of  the  times,  in 
close  touch  with  each  other,  and  sensitive  to  all  that  helps 
or  retards  Canadian  progress  and  Canadian  ideals. 

The   club   wants   your   loyal,    interested   co-operation. 

It  is  for  you  ladies  to  decide  what  the  future  of  this 
club  will  be.  For  myself,  I  see  no  limit  to  its  power  as  a 
national  educator,  in  stimulating  its  members  to  close 
study  and  fuller  knowledge  of  our  country's  heroic  past 
and  its  present  aspirations,  of  its  physical  grandeur  and 
moral  greatness,  of  its  boundless  resources  and  its  wonderful 
possibilities  as  an  integral  part  of  that  great  Empire,  of 
which  it  is  even  now,  the  brightest  jewel. 

Of  our  beloved  Canada,  we  may  well  say  in  the  words 
of  one  of  her  gifted  sons: 

"Thou  hast  crowned  us  with  wealth  and  dominion, 

We  have  girded  the  sea  to  the  sea. 

As  a  potter  would  fashion  a  vessel,  we  are  moulding  the  nation-to-be. 

The  centuries  open  before  us — East  and  West  are  the  doors  for  our  feet, 

And  the  smile  of  thy  favor  is  on  us. 

The  name  of  our  country  is  sweet."

In  submitting  the  annual  report  of  the  Women's  Cana- 
dian Club,  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  announce  a 
most  successful  and  prosperous  year. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  new  members  have  been  added 
during  the  year,  making  the  total  membership  about  four 
hundred  and  twenty-five.  The  Hon.  Treasurer  reports 
a  substantial  bank  account. 

Eleven  very  well  attended  executive  meetings  and 
seven  very  representative  general  meetings  were  held 
during  the  year. 

The  Secretary  has  to  report  an  extensive  amount  of 
work  done  by  Mrs.  Melrose  who  has  kindly  sent  out  notices 
of  lectures  and  meetings  which  has  materially  eased  the 
work  for  the  Recording  Secretary.  The  formation  of  a 
new  office  has  been  found  necessary.  So  Section  5  of 
the  Bye-laws  will  be  changed  at  this  annual  meeting  to 
cover  the  introduction  of  a  corresponding  secretary. 

Also,  that  a  new -bye-law  be  added  to  the  Constitution 
providing  for  a  new  officer  of  the  club  to  be  called  the 
"Lady  Historian,"  whose  duties  will  be  to  preserve  the 
records  of  the  club. 

A  notice  of  motion  was  also  sumbitted  by  Mrs.  G.  A. 
Kuhring  as  follows : — 

I  give  notice  of  motion  that  the  following  resolution  be 
brought  before  the  annual  meeting  of  this  club.  That 
clause  six  (6)  of  the  Constitution  be  eliminated,  and  that 
the  matter  of  price  of  admission  to  meetings  and  lectures 
be  left  as  part  of  the  affairs  of  the  club  conducted  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 
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Christmas  greetings  were  sent  to  the  other  Canadian 
clubs  in  the  Dominion,  as  well  as  to  the  lecturers  who  were 
kind  enough  to  assist  us  with  fine  addresses,  also  to  honor- 
ary members,  and  to  all  who  have  in  any  way  been  helpful 
and  courteous  to  the  club. 

The  Lecture  Committee  reports  an  excellent  course  of 
lectures  by  the  following: — 

Lady  Fraser,  November  20th.  Subject,  "The  Women 
of  the  Zenana  or  Behind  the  Purdah  in  India." 

Mr.  Arthur  Hawkes,  December  19th.  Subject,  "The 
Women's  Side  of  Immigration." 

Rev.  Dr.  DeWolfe,  January  30th.  Subject,  "The 
Things  that  Make  for  International  Peace." 

Mrs.  E.  Atherton  Smith,  February  23rd.  Subject, 
"Canadian  Heroines."  This  lecture  was  given  for  the 
benefit  of  the  veteran  poet,  Mr.  H.  L.  Spencer  and  was 
largely  attended  and  the  sum  of  $200.00  realized. 

Mrs.  T.  J.  Bowlker,  March  30th. 

Mrs.  Bowlker  is  the  President  of  the  Municipal  League 
of  Boston,  her  subject  was  "Home  Making." 

Hon.  W.  L.  Mackenzie  King,  May  4th.  Subject,  "The 
Celebration  of  One  Hundred  Years  of  Peace  Between  the 
Anglo-Saxon  Nations  on  the  North  American  Continent." 

The  club  also  assisted  at  the  celebration  of  Loyalist  day 
by  joining  with  four  other  societies  in  preparing  a  fine 
programme  which  was  much  enjoyed,  on  May  18th. 

The  Madame  La  Tour  memorial,  mentioned  at  the 
last  annual  meeting  has  made  some  progress.  A  committee 
has  been  formed  and  numerous  discussions  have  been  had 
regarding  location,  form  of  memorial,  etc.  It  has  finally 
been  decided  that  a  tablet  shall  be  erected  by  the  Women's 
Canadian  Club  of  St.  John.  The  site  has  not  yet  been 
chosen,  but  Fort  Howe  has  been  suggested  as  a  suitable 
location. 

A  series  of  illustrated  lectures  for  the  older  public 
school  scholars,  their  parents  and  friends  was  held  in  the 
Centennial  School  Hall.  These  lectures  were  free  to  the 
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public,  the  idea  being  to  educate  those  who  attended  along 
patriotic  lines,  imperial  as  well  as  Canadian. 

This  year  the  lectures  took  the  form  of  trips  through 
Canada  illustrated  by  lantern  views. 

Friday  evening,  March  18th,  "Through  Canada," 
Mrs.  E.  A.  Smith. 

Friday  evening,  April  19th,  "Through  the  Yukon,"  Rev. 
H.  A.  Cody. 

Friday  evening,  May  10th,  "Through  New  Brunswick," 
Mr.  Wm.  Mclntosh. 

A  special  lantern  slide  of  the  poem  "Our  Own  Canadian 
Home"  was  made  to  use  on  these  occasions  and  the  song 
rendered  by  the  children  present  before  the  lecture  began. 
Mrs.  G.  A.  Kuhring,  the  convener  of  the  illustrated  lecture 
committee,  presided  on  each  occasion  and  introduced  the 
lecturer. 

It  has  been  decided  by  the  club  as  a  practical  result  of 
Mr.  Arthur  Hawkes  talk  on  immigration  to  erect  a  sign  of 
"Welcome"  at  our  port,  and  when  the  necessity  arises  to 
establish  a  Women's  Welcome  Hostel  in  St.  John,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Women's  Canadian  Club,  to  greet  and 
welcome  the  new  immigrant  upon  her  arrival  in  Canada, 
and  also  to  give  her  any  information  that  she  may  require 
regarding  her  new  country. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  meet  and  present  flowers 
to  the  Princess  Patricia  of  Connaught  on  her  first  arrival 
in  Canada,  reported  a  pleasant  interview  with  her,  and  later, 
on  January  30th,  a  letter  from  the  Princess  Patricia,  through 
her  Lady-in-Waiting,  was  read  by  the  Secretary,  signifying 
her  pleasure  in  consenting  to  be  enrolled  as  an  honorary 
member  of  our  club.  A  letter  was  also  read  at  the  same 
time  from  Sir  Gilbert  Parker,  promising  a  lecture  in  the 
coming  year,  when  he  next  visits  Canada. 

The  matter  of  offering  prizes  from  the  Women's  Cana- 
dian Club  to  the  public  schools  received  some  attention, 
and  $25.00  was  promised  for  that  purpose  each  year.  The 
matter  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  School  Board  for  consid- 
eration. 
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Our  Club  was  well  represented  at  the  Federation  of 
Canadian  Clubs  which  met  in  Fredericton,  N.  B.,  on  the 
1 8th  and  1 9th  September  last. 

On  our  Club  was  conferred  the  honor  of  making  our 
President,  Mrs,  Smith,  Vice-President  of  the  Federated 
Association, 

It  was  also  gratifying  to  learn  that  our  President 
had  been  honoured  by  an  invitation  to  be  a  guest  of  honour 
at  the  banquet  given  by  the  Canadian  Club  of  New 
York  at  the  Hotel  Astor,  on  the  evening  of  November 
1 2th,  and  a  matter  of  regret  that  she  was  unable  to  be 
present  owing  to  a  recent  family  bereavement. 

The  Committee  on  Refreshments,  etc.,  have  attended 
to  their  duties  regarding  the  distribution  of  flowers,  the 
hospitals  benefiting  each  month  by  donations  of  this  kind. 
We  wish  to  express  appreciation  of  the  kindness  shown 
us  by  the  press  of  the  city,  which  has  at  all  times  been  most 
courteous  and  generous  in  advertising  and  reporting  the 
proceedings  of  the  club. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  work  accomplished 
during  the  past  year  is  of  such  a  nature  as  to  encourage  a 
confident  belief  that  the  usefulness  and  influence  of  the 
club  upon  the  community  will  be  still  further  extended.

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CONSTITUTION. 


1.  The  Club  shall  be  called  the  "Women's  Canadian  Club  of  St. 
John,  N.  B." 

2.  The  purpose  of  the  Club  is  to  foster  patriotism  and  to  encourage 
a  deeper  and  more  serious  interest  amongst  women  in  the  institutions, 
history  and  resources  of  Canada,  as  well  as  to  bring  before  them  leading 
questions  of  the  day,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  and  to  endeavor  to 
unite  Canadian  women  in  such  work  as  may  be  within  their  powers,  for 
the  welfare  and  progress  of  the  Dominion. 

It  has,  therefore,  been  resolved  to  invite  speakers  who  will  bring 
inspiration  and  instruction  to  address  the  members  of  the  club.  At 
the  close  of  each  lecture  there  will  be  a  simple  and  informal  tea. 

3.  There  shall  be  two  classes  of  members  —  active  and  honorary. 

(a)  Any  woman  who  is  a  British  subject  by  birth  or  naturalization, 
who  is  in  sympathy  with  the  objects  of  the  club,  shall  be  eligible  for 
membership. 

(b)  Honorary  membership  may  be  conferred  on  such  persons  as, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  club,  may  be  entitled  to  such  distinction. 

4.  Application  for  membership  must  be  made  in  writing  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  voted  upon  at  a  meeting  of  the  Executive,  and 
subsequently  endorsed  at  a  meeting  of  the  club. 

(a)  The   active   members'   fee   shall   be   One   Dollar,   payable   in 
advance  to  the  Treasurer,  who  will,  on  receipt  of  this  sum,  forward  the 
membership  ticket. 

(b)  Honorary  members  shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  fees, 
and  shall  neither  vote  nor  hold  office. 

5.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  consisting  of  the  Presi- 
dent,    First    Vice-President,    Second    Vice-President,    Third      Vice- 
President,  Treasurer,  Recording   Secretary  and   Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, together  with  ten  (10  )other  members  to  be  elected  by  the  club. 

(a)  An  officer  to  be  called  "The  Historian"  shall  be  elected,  whose 
duties  will  be  to  preserve,     arrange  and  record  the  proceedings  and 
happenings  of  the  club. 

(b)  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the   Pre- 
sident.    Seven    (7)  members  shall  constitute   a  quorum.      A   special 
meeting  of  the  Executive  may  be  called  at  the  request  of  five  (5)  of  its 
members. 
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(c)  The  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  club  shall  be  vested  in  the 
Executive  Committee,  subject  to  special  action  of  the  club. 

6.  The  matter  of  price  of  admission  to  meetings  and  lectures  shall 
be  left  to  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  have  the  right  to  charge 
a  fee  at  any  lecture  or  meeting  when  the  said    Committee  deem    it 
desirable. 

(a)  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  invite  a  limited 
number  of  guests  to  each  meeting  of  the  club. 

(i)  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  notify  the  members  by  post 
card  of  each  meeting  of  the  club.  These  post  cards  must  be  presented 
at  the  door. 

(c)  Members  wishing  to  obtain  tickets  for  non-resident  visitors, 
must  apply  for  same,  giving  name  and  address  of  the  visitor  to  the 
Recording  Secretary,  who  shall  notify  the  applicant  if  it  will  be  possible 
to  accede  to  the  request. 

(rf)  Tickets  are  only  transferable  between  mother  and  daughter,  or 
between  sisters  having  a  common  residence.  Violation  of  this  rule  will 
entail  forfeiture  of  annual  membership  ticket. 

7.  Nomination  for  office  shall  be  made  by  a  Nominating  Committee, 
appointed  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Executive,  to  be  held  at  least  one 
week  previous  to  the  annual  meeting.     Their  reports  shall  be  received 
at  the  annual  meeting. 

8.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  club, 
which  shall  be  held  in  October,  and  they  shall  hold  office  until  the  next 
annual  meeting,  and  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election  at  the  end  of  that 
term.     In  case  of  removal  from  office,  whether  by  death,  resignation, 
or  otherwise,  the  vacancy  thereby  caused  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive 
Committee.     The  person  so  elected  shall  hold  office  until  next  annual 
meeting. 

9.  An  Auditor  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  her  report  shall  be  embodied  in  the  Treasurer's  Annual  Statement. 

10.  In  order  to  amend  the  Constitution,  notice  of  motion  must  be 
given  at  the  public  meeting  of  the  club  held  previous  to  the  annual 
meeting,  at  which  the  alteration  is  desired  to  be  made.
